James G. Biaine Explains the Proposed Congress of 
American States—The Scanding of the Uaited 
Sates Among the Na ions—Eleva:. 

ing the National Prestige. 
September 15 —The 
article by ex-Secretary of State James—G. 
Blaine on the foreign policy of the Gartield 
administration will appear in the Chicago 
Weekly Magazine to-morrow. Mr. 
says the foreign policy of President Garfield’s 
administration had tpg principal objects in 
view: Fig@t, to bring about peace, and pre- 
vent futu@® wars in North and South America; 
second, Itivate such friend] yy commercial 
relations with all American countries as 
would lead toa large increase in the export 
trade of the United States, by supplying those 
fabrics in which we are abundantly able to 
compete with the manufacturing’ nations of 
Europe. 

To attain the second object the first must 
be accomplished. It would be idie to at- 
tempt tbe development and enlargement of 
our trade with the countries of North and 
South America if that trade were liable at 
any unforseen moment to be violently inter- 
rupted by such wars as that which for three 
Years has engrossed and almost engulfed 
Chili, Peru an? Bolivia, as that which was 
barely averted ly the friendly offices of the 
| yited States between Chili and the Argen- 
tine Republic; as that which has been post- 
poned by the same 0d offices, but not de- 
cisively abandoned, between Mexico and 
Guatemala; as that which is threatened be- 
tween Brazil and Uruguay; as that which is 
even now foreshadowed between Brazil and 
the Argentine states Peace is essential 
to commerce, is the very life of honest trade, 
is the solid basis of international prosperity; 
and yet there is no part of the world where 
A resort tO arms is 30 pruinpt as in the 
Spanish American republics. Those 
republies have growh out of the old colonial 
divisions, jormed from capricious grants ‘to 
favorites by royal charter, and their bounda- 
ries are in many Cases not clearly detined and 
consequentiy afford the basis of continual! 
dlisputes, breaking forth too often in) open 
war. To induce the Spanish American states 
tondopt some peaceful mode of adjusting 
their sate ntly recurring contentions was re- 
varded by the late president as one of the 
most bonorable and useful ends to which the 
diplomacy of the UnitedStates could contrib- 
ute—useful, especially to those states by secur. 
ing permanent peace within all their borders 
and useful to our own country by affording a 
coveted opportunity for extending its com- 
merce and securing enlarged fields for our pro- 
ducts and manufactures, 

Instead of friendly intervention here and 
there, patching up a treaty between two 
countries to-day, securing a truce between 
two others to-morrow, it was apparent to the 
president that a nYore comprehensive plan 
should be adopted if war was to cease in the 
western hemisphere. It was evident that cer- 
tain Kuropean powers had in the past been 
interested in) promoting strife between the 
Spanish American countries, and might be so 
interested in the future, while the interest of 
the lnited States was wholly and always on 
the side of peace with all our American 
neighbors, and peace between them all. 

THE PRESIDENT’S BELIEF. 

It was theretore the president's belief that 
mere incidental and partial adjustments 
failed to attain the desired end and that a 
common agreement of peace, permanent in 
its character and ¢ontinental in its extent, 
shoukl if possible be secured. To effect this 
end it had been resolved, before the fatal shot 
of July 2d, to invite all the independent gov- 
ernments of North and South America to 
meet in a peace congress at Washington® 
The date to be assigned was the 15th of March 
Isav, and the invitations would have been 
issued directly after the New England tour, 
which the president was’ not permitted to 
make. Nearly six months later, on the 22d 
of November, President Garheld’s successor 
issued the invitations tor the peace congress 
in the same spirit and scope and with the 
sane limitations and restrictions that had 
been originally designed As svon as 
the. project was understood in South 
America it received a most cordial approval, 
and some of the countries, not tollowing the 
leisurely routine of diplomatic correspon- 
dence, made haste to accept the invitationg 
There can be no doubt that within a briet 
period all the nations invited would have for- 
mally signitied their readiness to atiend the 
congress; butin six weeks after the invita- 
tions had gone to the several countmes, Presi- 
dent Arthur caused them to be recalled, or at 
least suspended. The subject was afterwards 
referred to cougress, In a special message, in 
which the president ably vindicatea his con- 
stitutional right to assemble the peace con- 
gress, but exp.essed a desire that the legise 
lative department ot th@ government should 
an opinion upon the expediency 
of the step before the congress saould 
be allowed to convene. Mean shile, the 
nations that received the invitations were in 
an embarrassing situation; for after they were’ 
asked by the president to come, they found 
that the matter had been reconsidered and 
referred to another department of the gov- 
ernment, This change was universally ac- 
cepted as a practical though indirectabandon- 
ment of the project, for it was not from the first 
probable that congress would take any action 
whatever upon the subject. The good will 
and weleome of the invitation would be de- 
stroyed by a long debate in the senate and 
house, in which the question would necessa- 
rily become intermixed with personal and 
party politics, and the project wauld be ulti- 
mately wrecked from the same cause and by 
the same process that destroyed the’ use- 
fulness of the Panama  cengress, more 
than fifty years ago, when Mr. Ciay 
was secretary of state The time for con 
vressional action would have been after the 
peace conference had é losed its labors. The 
conference could not agree upon anything 
hat w ould be binding upon-the United States 
unless assented to asa ur arty by the senate, 
or enacted into a law by both branches. The 
assembling of the peace ‘conterence, as prest- 
dent Arthurso et demonstrated, Was not in 
derogation of any right or prerogative of the 
senate or house. The money necessary for

Such friendly interventions as the proposed 
peace congress, and as the attempt to restore 
peace between Chili and Peru, fall within the 


line of both duty and interest on the part of | 


the United States. Nations like individuals 
often require the aid of a common friend to 
restore relations of amity, 
are in deplorable need of a wise and powerful 
mediator. Though exhausted by war, they 
are unable to make peace, and, unless they 
shall aidded by the intervention ofa friend, 
pohtic#l anarchy aud social disorder will come 
to the conquered, and evils scarcely less seri- 
ous to the conqueror. Our own government 
cannot take the ground that it will not offer 
friendly intervention to settle troubles be- 
tween American countries, unless at the same 
time it freely concedes to European govern- 
ment the right of such intervention, and 
thus consents to a practical destruction of 
the Monroe doctrine and an unlimited in- 
crease of European and monarchical influ- 
ence on this continent. The late special en- 
voy to Peru and Chili, Mr. Trescot, gives it as 
his deliberate and published conclusion that 
ifthe instructions tnder which he set out 
upon his mission had not been revoked, peace 
between those angry belligerents would have 
beer estahlished as the result of his labors-— 
necessanly fo the great benefit of the United 
States. Ifour government dges not’resume 
its efforts to secure peace in South America 
some European government will be forced to 
perform chat friendly office. The United 
Statescannot play between nations the part 
of dog in the manger. We must perform the 
duty of humane intervention ourselves, or 
give way to foreign governments that are will- 
ing to gcecept the responsibility of the great 
trust and secure the enlanced influence and 
numberless advantages resulting from such a 
philanthropic and be neficent course. 
A SIGNIFCANT RESULT. 

A most significant and important result 
would have followed the assembling of the 
peace congress. °A friendship and an intima- 
cy would have been established between the 
states of North and South America, which 
would have demanded and ‘enforced a closer 
commercial connection. A movement in the 
near future, asthe legttimate outgrowth of 
assured peace, would in ali probability, have 
been a vreat commercial conterence at the 
city of Mexico orat Rio Janeiro, whose ce- 
liberations would be directed toa better sys- 
tein of trade on the two continents. To such 
a conference the dominioy ot Canada could 
properly be asked to send €epresentatives, as 
that government is ullowed sy Great Britain 
a very large liberty in regulating its commer- 
cial relations. In the peace congress, to be 
composed of independent governments, the 
dominion could not have taken any part, and 
was consequently not invited. From this 
trade conterence of the two continents the 
United States could bardly bave failed to gain 
great advantages. At present the commercial 
relations of this country with the Spanish 
American Countries, both continental and 
insular, are unsatisfactory and unprofitable— 
indeed, those relations are absolutely op- 
pressive to the financial .nterests of the gov- 
ernment and people of the United States. In 
our current exchanges it requires about one 
hundred and twenty millions of dollars to pay 
the balance which Spanish America brings 
against us every year. This amount is fitty 
per cent more than the average annual pro- 
duct of the gold and silver mines of the 
United State during the past five years. This 
vast sum does uot of course go to Spanish 
America in coin, but it goes across the ocean 
in coin or its equiveafent, to pay European 
countries for manufactured afticles, which 
they furnish to Spanish America—a large 
proportion of which should be furnished by 
the manufacturers of the United States. 

At this point of the argument the free 
trader appears and declares that our protec- 
tive tariff aestroys our power of competition 
with European countries, and that if we will 
abolish protection we shall 3oon have South 
American trade. The answer is not sufficient 
for to-day there are many articles which we 
ean send to &outh America and sell as cheap- 
ly as European manufacturers can furnish 
them. It is idle, of course, to make this state- 
ment to the genuine apostle of free trade and 
the implacable enemy of protection, tor the 
great postulate of his argument, the founda- 
tion of his creed, is that nothing can be made 
as cheaply in Americaas in Kkurope. Never- 
theless facts are stubborn and the hard 
figures of arithmetic cannot be satisfactorily 
answered by airy figures of speech. The 
truth remains that the coarser descriptions 
of cottons and cotton prints, boots and 
shoes, ordinary household furniture, harness 
for draft animals, agricultural implements of 
all kinds, doors, sashes and blinds, locks, bolts 
hinges, silver ware, plated Wale, wooden 
ware, ordinary papersand paper hangings, 
common vehicles, ordinary window glass and 
coal oits, lard oils, 
kerosenes, white lead, lead pipe and articles 
in Which lead isa chief component, can be 
and are produeed as cheaply in the United 
States asin any other part of thé world. The 
list of such articles might be lengthened by 
the addition of those classed as ‘‘notions,’’ 
but enough only are given to show that this 
country would, with praper commercial ar- 
rangements, export much more largely than 
it now does to Spanish America. 

TRADE WITH THE WORLD. 

Im the trade relations of the world it does 
not follow that mere ability to produce as 
cheaply as another nation insures a division 
of an established imarket, or, indeed, any 
participation im it. France manufactures 
inany articles as cheaply as England; some 
articles at even less cost. Portngal liesnearer 
to France than to England, and the expense 
of transporting the French fabric to the Por- 
tusuese market Is therefore less than the 
transportation of the English fabric. And 
vet Great Britain has almast a monopoly in 
the trade of Portugal. The same condi- 
tion applies, though in. .8 less 
degree, in the trade of Turkey, Syra and 
Egypt, which England holds toa much greater 
extent than any of the other European na- 
tions that are able to produce the same fabric 

aply.. If it be said in answer that Eng- 

has special trade regulations by treaty 
: Portugal and special obligations bind- 
img the wr countries the ready answer } 
thatshe has no mure favorable position with 
regard to those countries than can be readily 
anil easily acquired DV the United States 
with respect to all the countries of America. 
That enu will be reached whenever the United 
States desires it and wills it, and is 
ready to take the steps necessary to secure it. 
At present the trade with: Spanish America 
runs strongly in channels adverse to us, 
that, beside our inability to furnish manu- 
factured articles, we do not get the profit on 
our own raw products that are shipped there. 
Qur petroleum reaches most of the Spanish 
American ports after twice crossing the At- 
lantic, paying often a. better profit to the 
European middle m:n who hanilies it than it 
does to the producer of the etl in the north- 
western counties of Pennsylvania. Flour 
and pork fram the west reach Cuba by way of 
Spain, and though we buyand consume nine- 
ty per cent of the total products of Cuba, al- 
most that proportion of her purchases are 
made in Europe—made, of course, with 
money furnished directly from our pockets. 

OUR EXPORTS. 

As our exports to Spanish America grow 
less, as European exports constantly grow 
larger. the baiance against us will show an 
annual increase, and will continue to exhaust 
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our supply of the precious metal, We are 
increasing our imports from South America, 
and the millions we annualiy pay for coffee, 
wool. hides, guano, cinchona, caoutchouc, 
cabinet woods, dye woods and other articles, 
go for the ultimate benefit of European man- 
ufacturers who take the gold from. us and 
send their fabrics to Spanish America. If we 
could send eur fabrics, our gold would stay at 
| home and our general prosperity would be 
sensibly increased. But so long as we repel 
Spanish America, so long as we leave her to 
cultivate intimate relations with Europe 
alone, so long our trate relations will remain 
| unsatisfactory and even embarrassing. Those 
‘countries sell tous very heavily. They buy 
from us very lightly. And the amount they 
bring us in debt each yearis larger than the 
heaviest aggregate balance of trade we ever 
have against us in the worst of times. 
The average balance against us flr the whole 
world in the five most adverse years we 
ever experienced, was about one hundred 
millions of doMars. This plainly shows that 
in our European exchanges there is always a 
balance in our favor and that our chief de- 
ficiency arises from our mal-adjusted commer- 
cial relations with Spanish America. It fol- 
lows that if our Spanish American trade were 
placed on a better and more equitable foun- 
dation, it would be almost impossible even in 
years most unfavorable to us, to bring us in 
debt to the world. 

With such heavy purchases as we are com 
pelled to make from Spenish. America, it 
could bardly be expected that we should be 
able to adjust the entire account by exports. 
But tne balance against us of one hundred 
and twenty millions in gold coin is far too 
large and in time of stringency is a standing 
menace of financial disaster. It should not 
be forgotten that every million dollars’ of pro- 
ducts or fabrics that we sell in Spanish Amer- 
ica is a million of dollars in gold saved to our 
own country. The immediate profit is to the 
producer andthe exporter, but the entire 
country realizes a gain in the ease and afflu- 
tnce of the money market which is insured 
by keeping our gold at home. The question 
involved is so large, the.object to be achieved 
isso great that no elltorton the part a the 
government to accomplish it could be too 
-arnest or too long continued. 

WHAT IS CLAIMED. 

[It is only claimed for the peace congress, 
designed under the administration of Garfield, 
that it was an important and impressive step 
on the part of the United States towards closer 
relationship with our continental neighbors. 
The present tendency in th se countries is to- 
wards Europe, and it is a lamentable fact that 
their people are not so year to us in feeling as 
they were sixty years ago when they threw off 
the yoke of Spanish tyranny We were then 
a weak remabtic of but ten imullions, but we 
did not hesitate to recognize the independence 
of the new governments, even at the risk of a 
war with Spain. Our foreign policy at that 
line was especially designed to extend our 
influence in the western hemisphere, and the 
staresinen of that era—the era of DeWitt Clin- 
ton and the younger Adams, of Clay and otf 
Crawford, of Webster and Calhoun, of Van 
Buren and Benton, of Jackson and of Edward 
Livingston—were always courageous in the 
inspiring measures which they advocated for 
the expansion of our commercial dominion. 

Three seore years haye passed. The power of 
the republic in many directions has grown 
beyond all anticipation, but we have rela- 


ively lost ground in some great fields of en- 
terprise. We have added thousands of miles 
to our ocean front, but our commerce has 
fallen off, and from ardent friendship with 
Spanish America we have drifted into indif- 
ference if not intocoldness. It is but onestep 
further to reach a condition of positive un- 
friendliness, which may end in what would 
be equivalent to a commercjal alliance 
against us. Already one of the most ¢lan- 
gerous of movements—that of a Hurepean 
guarantee and guardianship of the !nter- 
OcfAanic canal—is suggésted and urged 
upon the great foreign powers by representa- 
tives of aSouth American country. If these 
tendencies are to be averted; if Spanish Amer 
ican friendship is to be regained; if the com- 
mercial empire that legitimately belongs to us 
is to be ours, we must not lie idle and witness 
its transter to ofhers. If we would reconquer 
it, a great first step is to be taken. It is the 
first step that costs. It is also the first step 
that counts. Can there be stggested a wiser 
step than the peace congress ot the two Amer- 
icas, that was devised under Garfield and had 
the weight of his great name? 
RESULTS OF THE CONGRESS. 

In no event cou Id harm have resulted from 
the assembling of the oe congress. Failure 
was next, to impossiMle. Success might be 
regarded & certain. The subject ta be lis 
cussed was peace, and how it can be perma- 
nently preserved in Northand South America. 
The labors of the congress would have prob- 
ably ended in a well-digested systen. of arbi 
tration, under which all future troubles be- 
tween American states could be quickly, 
effectually and satisfactorily adjusted. Such 
a consummation would have been worth a 
great struggle and a great sacrifice. It could 
have been reached without any struggle and 
would have involved no sacrifice. It was 
within our grasp. It was ours for 
the asking. It would have been 4 signal 
victory of philanthropy over thesclfishness ot 
human ambition; a complete triumph of 
Christian principles as applied to the affairs 
of nations. It would have reflected enduring 
honor on ourown country and would have 
imparted a new spirit and a new brotherhood 
to all America. Nor would its influence be- 
yond the sea have been small. The example 
of seventeen independent nations solemnly 
agreeing to abolish the arbitramentof the 
sword, and to settle every dispute by peaceful 
methods of adjudication, would have exerted 
an influence to the utmost confines of civili- 
zation and upon the generations of men yet

The End of Hoastilities Declared from Cairo—The 
Base to be Changed from Ismailia to Alexan- 
dria—ihe Prowling Bedouins at Kassas- 
sin—Th>) Waifs from the Wreck. 


LONDON, September 15.—The war oflice has 
received the bllowing d@spatch from (General 
Wolseley: Berha, September 15.—General 
Lowe has ocmapied Cairo. Arabi Pasha and 
Toulba Pashs have surrendered uncondition- 
ally. Ten’ tiousand troops Cairo have 
laid doyn their arms. General Wolseley has 
arrivedin Cairo, where he kas sent the fol- 
lowing dispatches: Cairo, September 10.— 
The "war over. Send no more men from 
Englaid. Midshipman Dechair is safe. I 
have leew received here with open arms by 
all clases. Thesoldiers are zlad to return to 
theimomes. Our cavalry did extremely well 
in tle forced march yesterday. Arabi Pasha 
and foulba Pasha are both confined in our 
guag rooms. I will now change my base 
from Ismailia to Alexandria. [he health 
andgpirits of the troops are excellent." A 
disgtch to the Daily Telegraph from Alex- 
angia reports that thousands of Bedouins 
degended upon the Kassassin canip after the 
batle was over. The British drove them off 
wih loss. The Bedouins are hanging around 
Isgailia in great numbers, and promise to 
giv trouble.

xpon, September 15.—The Alexandria 
cwrespondent of the Daily News telegraphs 
as follows: ‘‘Ajl-the military posts in Cairo 
are occupied by the British. The city is per- 
fectly sate. Roubi Pasha says that Arabi Pa; 
sha was in bed when the attack on Tele-|-Ke- 
bir commenced and was panic stricken at its 
suddenness. Abeyd Pasha was killed in the 
battle. General Woods, with the Ramileh 
troops: will proceed to Kafr-el-Dwar on 
Sunday to take possession of the 
camp of the rebels there and 
receive their arnis. An Italian naval lieuten- 
ant who, it is supposed, had jofned Arabi 
Pasha, has been discovered in the hospital iit 
Kafr-e]-Dwar suffering from the effects of ill 
usage. I visited the rebel lines to-day. The 
Egyptian gunners had a clean, well-ted Look, 
and the perfect order prevailing in the camp 
was mott striking. he arms were well 
kept. A dispatch from Ismailia to 
the Daily News says: Between here and 
Zayazig the maze and cotton crops are in 
splendid condition. The fellahs have been 
working quietly and their oacupation was 
well timed, the cotton harvest begins 
to-day. 
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K AFR-EL-DYAR., 
A dispatch to the Standard from Alexan- 
dria says it appears that Katfr-cl-Dwar has not 
yet been occupied. Negotiations for its occu- 
pation are expected to be concluded this af- 
ternoon. The announcement that the British 
had entered the earthworks yesterday was a 
misconception. Only Generals Wood and 
Harman rode in with a= small party 
in consequence of the display of 
tlags ot truce. The British will move forward 
at four o'clock this afternooh to disarm 5,000 
men at Kafr-el-Dwar. [The train has just 
started with a number of Egyptian otticers 
who are going personally to surrender to Gen- 
eral Wolseley. General Wood has issued an 
order prohibiting any correspondents from 
going forward, After arrival of 
the khedive at Cairo, a regularly constituted 
court will gbe established for the public trial 
of the rebel chiefs, who will be allowed to 
engage counsel. The engineers have just re- 
turned and report Kafr-el-Dwar abandoned. 
They saw many skeletons there. The rebels 
are supposed to have gone’to the Aboukir 
forts. 
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A SPREADOF THE FEVER. 


New Cases Keported in Several Towna Along the Kio 
Grande River. 

GALVESTON, September 15.—The News’s Mat- 
amoras special says there were six deaths in 
the last 24 hours by yellow fever. This is a 
sudden andstartling increase. Two are sol- 
diers and the rest of the poorer classes. There 
is also a slight increase of cases and the dis- 
ease is of ‘a more deadly character. Mr. 
Beattie is reported to have died of fever at 

teynosa. The News's Austin special says A. 
(. Jugnaill, county judge of Starr county, 
to-day informed the governor by wire of a 
large numberof yellow fever cases at Mier, 
Mexico, resulting in four deaths vesterday. 
The merchants of Roma, Texas, refuse to 
quarantine on account of the trade. Reports 
ure also on hand showing an outbreak of 
tever at Reynosa and Hydalgo, Mexico. 
The governor conveyed the information 
to Dr. Swearingen, who at once telegraphed

MELVILLE’S RETURN. 


The Survivors of the Jeannette Arrivy Safely iw New 
York. 

New York, September 15.—Chief Engineer 
George W. Melville and the seamen William 
Noros and William ,.Ninderman, survivers of 
the Jeannette Arctic exploring expedition, 
arrived at this port to-day in the steamship 
Parthia. 

Atnvuon the Catalpa, with the revenue 
cutter Chandler and the steam yacht Ocean 
Gem, steamed down the Narrows to meet the 
steam@r. The Ocean Gem had vn board the 
citizens’ and aldermanic committee of recep- 
tion and many naval officers. 

At 1 o'clock the Ca:alpa ran alongside the 
Parthia. The speed of the great vessel was 
checké@d and the tug was made fast. The pas- 
sengers of the Parthia crowded to theside. A 
party of the Parthia’s passengers started the 
song “Home Again,”’ and it was taken up alP 
over the ship. The side port was opened and 
Dr. Smith, General Graham, Colonel Minnes 
and others clambered from the deck of the 
tug into the Parthia. Melville nimbly 


jumped to the deck of the Catalpa, and after | 


clasping his old friend, Lieutenant 
Jaques, in his arms, made haste to the pilot 
house of the tug where the ladies of the party 
were seated. His sister and nieces were 
warmly embraced by him and everybody in 
the pilot house wept as Melville sobbed con 
vulsively and heid his sister to his breast. 
He sat for a few moments with his relatives 
and listened to their attempts to utter words 
of welcome. Some of the more active of the 
Parthia’s passengers had climed in the rigging 
and proposed three cheers for him. The re- 
sponse was enthusiastic and emphatic. 

Ninderman and Noros, the seamen who 
were with Melville, seemed anxious to escape 
observation. When Ninderman stepped into 
the pitof the house of the Cat:lpa, he met 
his bethrothed for the first time after his long 
and terrible absence from this conntry. The 
meeting was very affecting. No relative of 
Noros was on board the Catalpa. The passen- 
gers on board the Parthia continued to shout, 
‘‘we want Melville,’ and when the engiheer 
appeared before them they repeatedly cheered 
him. Bottles of champagne were opened on 
the decks of the Parthia and the Catalpa and 
his health was drunk in many bumpers. At 
2 o'clock the Ocean Gem approached and the 
herves were transported to that vessel. A lanch 
was spread and partaken of. Then Alderman 
McClave, on behalf of the New York board of 
aldermen, welcomed Engineer Melville, Nin- 
dermian and Noros to this city. He informed 
Melville that the board of aldermen had set 
apart the governor’s room in the city ball for 
atternoon, between the hours of 2and 5, so that 
he; with Ninderman and Noros, might be 
welcomed by the citizens generally. Tears 
trickled down the face of the engineer as he 
listened to the alderman’s words, and when 
he attempted a repiy be stammered and hesi- 
tated. Then he seemed to recover courage, 
and he said in a bold way that he was a New 
York boy, one who had been brought up in 
the public streets of this city; he felt that he 
had a right to say that he and his companions 
had done their duty 

fhe party disembarked at the foot of Twen- 
ty-third street, and were at once driven to 
the Hotiman house. Engineer Melville re- 
fuses to say anything about the loss of the 
Jeannette at present. The court of inquiry 
will supn be convened, and he is preparing a 
statement to lay before them. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRES. 


The Missouri Car Worka Kurned—Lumber on Fire in 
Toledo, 

New York, September 15.—During a thun- 
der storm last night the lightning struck Sone 
& Flemings’s oil works, at Kingsland and 
Mesuole avenues, Brooklyn. The E. D. & F. 
Donlan's oil works on Kingland, near Meeker 
avenue, were set on tire. The buildings were 
demolished and the oil in the tanks purned 
all night. When the fire had«nearly burned 
out, atank of naptha exploded with great 
force, and the flames took a fresh start and 
were burning late in the afternoon to-day.

SET ASIDE. 


A NEW TRIAL IN THE STAR ROUTE 
CASES. 


Rerdell and Mine Ask for a New Trial—Argued Be- 
fore Court by Counsel—The Queer Proceedings 
of the Infameus Jury—Judge Wylie’s 
Reasons for Granting a New Trial. 


Wasnineton, September 15.—In the crimi- 
nal court to-day, after the counsel for Miner 
and Rerdell had filed their affidavits in sup- 
port of @ motion fora new trial, Mr. Merrick, 
of counsel for the government. said: ‘‘I have 
no oppertunity of personal communication 
with th€ attorney general. But in any emer- 
gepey arising in a case, each counsel must 
perform his duty for himself and take the re- 
sponsibility. Neither have I had much op- 
portunity of communicating with Ker and 
Bliss. I find some motions on file for a new 


trial in the ease of the convicted defendants, 
aceompanied by statements of a variety of 
reasons, and some affidavits. Among the 
reasons is oneg namely, the ver- 
dict is itself unreasonable. As counsel 
forthe government o Sthe United States, 
[ am not disposed. to put on file my consent 
to the granting of this motion, but as counsel 
for the United States I feel it to be my duty not 
to oppose it. Ihe government of the United 
States itselfis not entirely satisfied by any 
means with this verdict. It is a verdict whic 
subjects the masters toa retrial and convicts 
the servants and tools) The jury presumably 
found evidence of conspiracy to defraud the 
United States, and of an overt act so as to 
create a completed crime, under the statutes 
of the United States. That having been 
found by the jury prior to their determina- 
tion of tne -conviction of — guilty 
against Rerdell and Miner, there was 
lett for them some inquiry as to who was in 
the conspiracy. it was apparent to all men 
that deeply guilty im point of morals and 
law as Rerdelland Miner are, the crime they 
perpetrated was the scheme and device of 
others. Now, sir, the governmentofthe United 
States cannot consistently with its dignity 
object, by practieal resistance, to the motion 
nade to set aside such a verdict and bring to 
trial again both masters and_ servants, 
in order that full justice may be 
done. The government of the United States 
seeks no victim. It seeks simply justice, and 
wheng verdict apparently trifles with jus- 
tice, it cannot meet with the approval of the 
government of the United States. With 
these brief remarks, the government counsel 
léave the subject of this motion to the direc- 
tion of the court, not consenting but not re- 
sisting, hoping for the purity of its records, 
resolved on the prosecution of the criminals 
to the fullest extent, and trusting that what- ” 
ever your honor. niay_ decide, or 
whatever may hereafter come, justice will in 
in the end be done.”’ 

PROCKEDINGS IN THE JURY ROOM, 

In the course of further preceedings Mr. 
Merrick states that he had looked over thie 
affidavits, and had seen none which alleged 
the fact that Dickson bad related to the other 
jurors the circumstances attending the alleged 
attempt to bribe him notwithstanding his 
honer’s direction to the contrary. Mr. Hen- 
kle proceeded to argue that the verdict should 
be set aside on the ground that the jury had 
been tampered wiih, and in conclusion said 
the court room was dotted all over with spot- 
ters whose business it was to shadow the ju- 
rors, counsel and witnesses, and some of the 
vilest men in this commiunity were right here 
all through this trial doing that very thing in 
the service of the vovernment. 

Mr: Merrick—*‘In the service of the govern- 
ment?’’ 
Mr. Henkle—Yes, sir. 
Mr. Merrick~—Is thete any affidavit of this 
sort.on file? 
Mr. Henkle—I have not any proof of this 
now, but I will furnish it when we get to in- 
vestigating the matter. 
Mm Merrick—When we come to investigate 
the matter we will reach the conclusion that 
this approach of Dickson was a “got up’ 
thing on the defendant’s side. 
Mr. Tobiner, one of the jurors, happening 
to be in the court room, was called to the 
witness stand, and testified to the reading of 
the statement by Foreman Dickson after the 
retirement of the jury. He said that the jury 
voted in the affirmative upon the question as 
to whetherthe paper should be read. 

THE NEW TRIAL ORDERED. 
The Court—What I wanted to know was 
whether the jury had violated: the directions 
of the court. That the verdict of guilty, 
then, as to RerdellLand Miner is set aside, not 
only on account of the misconduct of the 
jury, but, 1 may say, on account of general 
unreasonableness. Not that the conrt would 
have made this decision on the latter ground 
alone, because the unreasonableness of a ver- 
dict is for the jury rather than the court, un- 
less the unreasonableness shocks the court. 
These two men seem to be at two ends of the 
line. It did not seem to my mind 
that they could bave gone into a conspiracy 
without having had any of the others along 
with them, but the jury thought that they 
could, and | would not have disturbed the 
verdict on that ground, but when I see that 
the verdict was made up by the jury that were 
discussing other matters that were in the evi- 
dence, of course my duty was plain—to set 
the verdict aside. As to the acquittal 
ot Peck, who is dead, I hope 

e is acquitted every where. We 
were not trying him. As to Turner, of course, 
the verdict stands. The court grants a new 
trial, therefore, as to all except Turner and 
Peck. Minorand Rerdell were then releas- 
ed upon bailin the amount of $10,000 each. 
Vaile and Williamson became surety for the 
former and A.C. Richards for the latter. 
Mr. Merrick asked that the court should fix 
the first Monday in December as the date for 
the new trial. The court did so, notwithn- 
standing the protest of Henkle. The court 
then adjourned. ,
